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1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
07/13/06 has been entered. Claims 1-4, 8, 10, 12, 14, 15 and 20-26 are pending. 
Claims 5-7, 9, 11, 13 and 16-19 have been canceled. 

2. The replacement drawing sheets filed 07/27/05 are accepted. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the second leg section 
including an outer edge spaced a distance from its inner edge greater than that of the 
first leg (claim 23) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as “amended.” If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
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changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The examiner finds no support for the second leg 
section including an outer edge spaced a distance from its inner edge greater than that 
of the first leg. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 


7. Claims 1,12, 20-22, and 24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent 6,560,943 to Leek et al. 

Leek provides an anchor as shown in figure 1 for connecting a building structural 
member 2 to a cementitious material 1 as shown in figure 7. 

Figure shows an upper connection portion 7 integrally joined and coplanarwith a 
lower embedment portion 8. The embedment portion comprised of two spaced anchor 
legs having feet 1 1 at free ends thereof. First and second laterally spaced seat 
members 5, 6 are integrally joined to the embedment portion 8 along bend lines 17. 

8. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent 6,560,943 to Leek et al. in view of U.S. Patent 2,191,979 to Bierbach. 

Leek provides each of the elements of the claim as noted above except that the 
anchor legs have lower section a greater width then the upper section. 

Bierbach teaches that at the time of the invention it was know to make the lower 
section of anchor legs wider than the upper section to provide a better grip within the 
concrete (see top of column 2). 

It would have been obvious at the time of the invention to one having ordinary 
skill in the art that lower portions of the anchor legs of Leek could have been made 
wider that the upper sections for better grip within the concrete. 
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9. Claims 8, 10, and 14 are allowed. 

10. Claims 3, 4 and 1 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 1 . Applicant's arguments filed 07/1 3/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
fully persuasive. 

Applicant’s arguments to Flogaus ‘826 have been found persuasive. 

Applicant’s argument that the seat members of Leek ‘943 are joined to the 
connection portion rather than the embedment portion is not persuasive. The 
connection portion 7 and embedment portion of Leek are coplanar within an 
integral plate. Bend lines 17 join the seat members 5/6 to the plate at what may 
be considered the upper portion of embedment portion 8.
